To the honorablethe Assembly and ’ 


Senate of the state of New-York. 

Gentlemen,—The constitution of this state has vested in the 
overnor thereof,a discretion to prorogue the assembly and senate, 
from time to time, provided such prorogations shail not exceed 
ixty days in the space of any one year It was doubtless intended 
by the wise and triotic framers of that sacred mstrument, that 

is power should be exercised on-a)l occasions when, in the opinion 
of the executive, the public good would be promoted by it. 

I entertain a pertect conviction, that the exercise of the above 
mentioned prerogative at the present time, is not only a sacred 

id indispensible duty which I owe to the eoramunity, but that it 
will have a tendency to awaken inquiry, and to produce a degree 
of infurmation which under existing circumstances, cannot fail to 
be useful and important in deciding, witi:aatel«. upon some of the 
most important measures now pending before the legisiature. 

Iam not unmindful of the magnitude and responsibility of the 
duty discharged by this message; and, therefore. beg leave io as- 
sign some of the most prominent reasons which have impelled me 
to its performance. 

You areapprised gentlemen, that some years since it was ascer- 
tained, beyond any reasonable doubt, that corrupt induceme: ts were 
held out to members of the legislature im order to obtain their 
votes in favor of an incorporation of a banking institution in the 
city of New-York; and the very strong and general suspicion, that 
the emoluments tendered were, in certain instances, accepted, in- 
f flicted a deep wound on the honor of the state and upon the puri 
ty and independe: ce of legislation. 

At the last session of the legislature, an act was passed incorpo- 
rating the late Jersey bank; and although there has been as yet no 
judicial investigation as to the alledged :mproper means made use 
of to obtain that act, there isa very general public opinion, that 
unwarrantable attempts we: e resorted to on that occasion to influ- 
ence. unduly, the then members of the teyislature. 

With respect to the bill for the incorporation of another bank in 
the city ef New-York, by the name of the Rank of America. now 
before the senate, many. and forcible objections. exist against it: and 
I cherished the hupe that the considerations which I had (se honor 
to suggest to the legislature at the commencement of the prevent 
session, would have had their due influence. In corroboration of 
those considerations, I might avail myself of this occasion to remark 
that the bill now before the senate establishes. in the city of New- 
York, a bank with a capital of six millions of dolla’s; that five 
millions thereof may be subscribed by the stockholders of the late 
bank of the United States; without any provision which gives a 
preference to the citizensof the United States; and thus fureien 
stockholders may be admitted, in the diseretion of the directors, to 
monoplize the stock, and consequent controul. of the intended 
bank, and thereby acquire a dangerous influence in the monied op 
erations and other important concerns of the state. 

‘The hanking capital in the city of New York now exceeds nine 
millions of dollars. ‘This capital. in the most flourishing state of 
our commerce, has been found adequate to commercial purposes. 
The United States, we spprehend, are on the verge of a war with 
Great Britain, in defence of our rights, our national honor, and 
our independence; and commerce 1s consequently nearly suspe nd- 
ed. Can it be wise, then, to increase our banking capital in ar un- 
precedented manner, at a time when we have only a ver limited 
and restricted commerce left? Can it be prudent or safe, at such a 
tive toemploy British capital, and subject ourselves to its delete- 
rious influence in thwarting the operations of our own government, 
in a ust and necessary war with Great Britain? It appears to me 
that it would be unwise aud impolitic. 

_ When I contemplate the erection of a new bank in the city of 
New-York. with so enormous and unusual eapital; when I per. 
ecive the resuscitation within this state of half the whole eapital 
of the late United States’ hank; and when I view the power which 
that bank is to concentrate in the hands of a few individuals, 1 
cannot but feel the most lively apprehensions for the safety of all 
other banking institutions, and of our most inestimable political 

mustitntions. 

But these considerations became less important when compared 
with ovhers,to which it is my painful duty here to advert. 

Itappears by the journals of the assembly. that attempts have 

“n made to corrupt by bribes, fuur members of that body, to vote 

for the passage of the bill to incorporate the afuresaid bank; and it 
also appears by the journals of the senate, that an improper at- 
tempt has been made to influence one of the senators to vote for 
ti Lill. Far be it from me to insinuate that improper considera- 
tons have induced any member of the legislature to vote for the 
said bill, yet should its finel passage now take place. before 
the persons ‘raplicated in holding out the before mentioned inhuce- 
ments shall have heen judicially tried, and without consuiting the 

velings and opinion of the community at large apon the subject 
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of public sentiment, will I fear, however uniustly attribute its pas 
sage in some degree to the influence of such induce vests. 

Under such persuasion, { ent ctain the most fearful appreher 
sions that the coniidenee of the people ia the purity and iudepen 
dence of levisiation will be fatally impaired; our vepres ntative 
system, which has been devised for us by our sages and wisest (uw 
rists as a safeguaid for our security, ou” property and our liberty 
uitimately destroyed; and this great ad populous state lose her 
just importance and influenee in the destinies of the Unite’ Siates- 

It gives me sincere anxiety and pain io reflect, that many indi- 
vidual inconveniences will result {on a provogation of the lczisla- 
ture: yet these inconveniciices do not compare with the pnblic con 
siderations which induce this measure. 

Solermunly impressed with the importance of the precedieg con 
siderations. and feeling that the morals. the honor and the dienity 
of the state require it—and in order that time may be © dorded for 
reflection, and for the con: plete ascertainment of publie senti vent 
upon a vuecsuve fraurh: with such important consequences, E 
have deemed it proper to proroguc and ido hereby prorovue the 
assembly and senate anul the twenty-first dey of May next. then 
to meet in the eapito! in the city of Albany.

Resolved unanimously, Uhat the incorporation of the bank called 
the bank of America would have been an inmpolitie m-asure, not 
warranted by the public exigencies; and that by concentrating in 
30 unprecedentel a manner. the enormous capital of six millions 
of dollars owned principally by foreigners, and managed by diree=- 
tors. amajority of whom are hostile to the republican party, micht 
have produced consequences the mest injucious to the best interest 
of our conntry. 

Resolved unanimously, That the schco! fund owes its existence 
to a republican legislature; that ithas beer cherished, supported 
and increased by the republican party: aud that we should adops 
with promptitude and zeal every method toe:large that fund for 
the purpose of diifusing the blesssngs of educstion, morals snd 
religion to the rising generation; but we never can and never wil 
eonsent to inerease that sacred fund by bartering the liberties 
of the people, by prestrating our re, ublican institutions, and more 
especially by destroying all confidenee on the part of the people in 
their repr: sentatives. 

And whercas representations under oath have been made of cor

Resolv.d ananimously. Uhat had the said bill passed without any 
further investigation mto the alledcd aatempts at corruption, if 
would . justly have destecyed the coufidenee of the peopic iy the 
discernment or the virtue.and p:rity of the 1. gisisture; and” thus 
the representative system, the boast of our virtuous patviots ard 
the palladium of our rights, would be endangered. if not subverted. 

Resolved, What his excelleney the governor merit. our warmest 
| thanks and the gratitude of hiscountry, for ‘he firm stand he has 
: taken, and the exercise of a power, wisely given him by the consti- 
tution of returning the representatives of the veople to the people 
themselves, to the end that information may be collected to guide 
the final decision on the said bill; aid that we do’not and cannot 
believe, if the opinion of the public should be adverse to the mea 
sure, that the representatives will set that opinion at naught. and 
boldly proceec in defiance of the general will. 

Resolved. That ina free government every e'tizen has a right 
to form and express opinions on subjects connected with the publie 
welfare; and althongh we sineerely regret thatany of our repub 
lican fellow-citizens free from: the influence, of improper motives, 
have ditered from us in opinion on the present subject, yet we do 
not mean to consider themas alievs from the republiean party, 
but shall willingly consign that difference to cblivien on thet 
uniting with usin promoting the great interests of the state.

AN ACT laying an embargo on all the ships and 
vessels in the ports and harbours of the United 
gtates, for a limited time. 


BE it enacted by the senate ond house of represen- 
tatives of the United States of America, in Congress 
assembled, That an embargo be and hereby is laid 
for the term of ninety days from and after the pas- 
sing of this act, on all ships and vessels in the ports 
and places within the limits er jurisdiction of the 
United States, cleared or not cleared, bound to any 
foreign port or place; and that no clearance be 
furnished to any ship or vessel bound to such foreign 
port or place, except vessels in ballast with the 
consent of the president of the United States ; and 
that the president be authorised to give such instruc- 
tions to the officers of the revenue, and of the navv 
and revenue cutters of the United States, as shall 
appear best adapted for carrying the same into full 
effect: Provided, that noth.nge herein contamed 
shall be construed to prevent the departure of any 
foreign ship or vessel, either in baliast or with the 
goods, wares and merchandize on board of such 
foreign ship or vessel when notified of this act. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That during 
the continuance of this acti, no registered or sea- 
letter vessel shall be allowed to depart from any one 
port of the United States to any other within the 
same, unless the master, owner, consignee or fac- 
tor of such vessel shall first give bond, with one or 
more sureties to the collector of the district, from 
which she is bound to depart, in a sum of double 
the vaiue of the vessel and cargo, conditioned that 
the goods, wares or merchandize, with which she 
shali be laden shall be relanded in some port of the 
United Sates- 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That if any 
ship or vessel shall, during the continuance of this

Reverve.—Lord Grenville rose to remark that 
a deficiency in the consolidated fund, to the amount 
of two millions had been pointed out early in the 
session: their lordships would find on an examina- 
tion of the accounts, that the charge upon the same 
fund had encreased to one million and a half; se 
that the whole decrease was three and a half mil- 
lions. Indeed this appeared also in the total sums: 
that for the former period being 30,413,000/,—for 
the latter 26,880,0002. making a difference of 
3,533,6062. and (would their lordships believe it!) 
there was a sum of 3,000,000/. in the account with 
Ireland stated as a part of the receipts.—This sum 
in the present financial situation of Ireland, was 
not a resource but acharge. The deficiency was 
not all that might be discovered by an accurace 
examination of these accounts. 

Lord Harrowby admitted, that the sum in the 
account with Ireland was a charge upon the fund;

LOUISIANA CONVENTION. 


Monday, April 6.—Mr. Bacon from the committee of ways and ; 
means upon leave given, reported a bill, suthorising the seeretary | 
of the treasury to suspend the payment of certain bills drawn by | 
Joba Armstrong, late minister of the United States at the court of | 
France, upos the treasury of the United Srates. 

Mr. B. said, that the reasons which had induced the committee 
to report this bill were founded on a trans2ction which he would | 
briefly state.—It would be recollected, that by the convention he- 
tween the United States and France. commonly called the Louisi- , 
ana convention, the government of the United States had agreed 
to assue the payment of a sum not exceeding twenty millions of 
francs on account of debts due by the govermucnt of Fravece to 
citizens of the United States. This mode of tiquidating and ascere | 
taining these debts was provided for inthe convention, and by the | 
2nd section of the act of November 10th, 1893, it was provided that 
the payment of the claims thus aseertained should be made by 
orders drawn by the minister of the United States in Franee, upon 
the treasury of the United States, who should be charged with the 
whole amount of such payments, until he should exhibit satis%ictory 
proof that such orders were issued conformably to the cowention. 
These orders had generally been drawn in favor of the persons in 
whos: favor such debts had been liquidated, and there had been no 
difficuity im giving the American minister credit for this amonnt 
when they were presented and paid in that form. ‘Towards the 
close of that adjustnrent. however, there remained about 115,000 
franes to be applied for the benefit of claimants, in order to com 
plete the twenty millions—the amount of which was liquidated in 
favor of sundry persons having debts due f om the French govern- 
ment. Instead, however. of drawing bills forthe sum as usual in 
favor of the claimants, the French government insisted, for ren. 
sons which did not distinctly appear, that ony ininister should draw 
for this amount in favor of the eashicr of the French treasury. that 
government assuininge upon itselfthe payment of the particular 
Giatins on whose account they were drawn, -Uhis arrangement was 
resisted for some time but ultimately seeeded to by veneral Arn.

despatch! 

The prorocation of the legislature of New- 
York assumes great interest from it being the first 
ease of the kind that has occurred in the United 
States; we have therefore recorded all the papers 
gonnected with it. The power to prorogue ‘for 
any time not exceeding sixiy days in the space of 
one year,” is vested in the governor of the 18:h 
article of the constitution of the siate.—It is a pow- 
er, however, that no chief magistrate in a popular 
governient, will ever attempt to exercise but from 
the greatest apparent necessity: and, indeed, it may 
well be questioned whether this power should be 
Yodged in the hands of any individual whatever. 
But sucha power, vested in an upright man, may 
be seasonably used for the public eood; for it is 
possible that bodies of men may become corrupt, 
and legislatures, we very well know, are not incor- 
ruptible—witness the British parliment, in gene- 
ral, anda famous incident inthe state of Georgia. 
Governur Tompkins is universally represented te be 
aman of the mildest temperament, and of unim- 
peachable integrity—and, without offering an opi- 
nion of the actitself, we cannot refrain from expres- 
sing ourapprobation of the firmness ofcharacterthere- 
in manifested, at all times necessary for the faithrul 
performance of the duties of the executive depari- 
ment, and in the present times, a rare endowment 
thourh he must have known that a violen 
storm of the passions would be excited, at the 
coming election, which is to take place during 
the time for which the legislative stands prorogued.

“A billin addition to the act entitled “An act to 
raise an additional military force,” passed Janua- 

ry 11, 1812. 

“BE itenacted, €?c. That the president of the 
United Siates be and he hereby is empowered to 
eause to be enlisted forthe term of eighteen months, 
unless sooner discharged, such part of the light 
dragoons, artillery and infantry, authorised by the 
act entitled “An act to raise an additional military 
force,” as he may deem. expedient: Povided, the 
whole number so to be enlisted for eighteen months, 
shall not exceed fifteen thousand, any thing in the 
said recited act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

“Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the 
non-commiss oned officers and privates so to be 
enlisted, shall be entitled to the bounty of sixteen 
dollars, and ithe same pay, clothing and rations, the 
‘ame provisions for wounds or disabilities, and to 
‘iLother allowances (the bounty in land excepted) 
provided by the said before recited aet for the non- 
commissioned officers, musicians and privates who 
mav be raised under the same, and shall be held to 
periorm the same duties, and be subject to the same 
rules and regulations.”

The ancient natives of Taprobane 
(Ceylon) used the same expedient when skimming 
along the tranquil surface of the Indian Ocean.—

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The Hornet was to sail from Cherbourg about the 
14th of March. The Russians are still briskly en- 

ged with the Turks, who appear to manage their 
matters much better than heretofore. Jt ie possible 
they may be encouraged by the French. 

Since our last we have received London dates to 
the 13th of March. The proposed motions for an 
address to the prince regent to repeal the orders in 
council, were made as noticed in our last, by the 
marquis of Landsdowne in the house of lords, and by 
Mr. Boughman in the house of commons. In the 
former, the proposition was rejected by a majority 
of 64— in the latter, by a majority of 72. The de- 
bates on the question were animated and interest- 
ing—but we have so many matters of owr own to at- 
tend to that we cannot notice them at present. 

In contradiction to what was stated in our last, it 
pow appears probable that an immediate war will 
ensue between France and Russia. Immense bodies 
of French troops are assembling in Poland. Berthier 
is to have the command ad interim, but Bonaparte 
will head them in person. 50,000 Prussians are to 
aid the French, and the German states, with Aus- 
tria, will swell the torrent to overwhelm the empe- 
ror Alerander; who, it is said, expects to be assist- 
ed by the Swedes; the English, of course, becoming 
his allies. Jf these things be true, events of great im- 
portance may he expected. But there is so great a 
manufacture of news in Great Britain to answer the 
purposes of her various specudators, that it is impos- 
sible to discern what is the truth. 

We have also the French official account of the 
fall of Valentia. Gen. Suchet describes the investi- 
tute of this city as ore of the most brilliant and 
gallant affairs of the war. In three days and nights 
he threw 2700 bombs into the town. He bestows 
great praise on the artillerists and engineers. Mines 
were placed under the two principal gates, and the 

atteries were fully prepared to play upon the 
city, when Blake capitulated. Valentia possessed 
374 pieces of artillery, 180,000Ibs. of powder, 
3,000,000 cartridges, &c. 16,131 prisoners of the 
line fell in the hands of the French, besides 1,030 
sick in the hospitals 1,800 cavalry and artillery 
borses, with 895 officers and 22 generals. We have 
nothing else of great importance from Spain—the 
usual predatory war is still carrying on with various 
success. 


The prince regent shews great anxiety to place 
some of his old friends in the ministrv—but it seems 
they have indignantly refused to participate in it. 
As the politics of Great Britain have, “some how 
or other” got themselves so much engrafted in the 
concerns of the United States, we propose to con- 
solidate the various statements from the British 
papers relating to the matter, and insert them in 
our next number, with some remarks suited to the 
subject.
